their neighbors. 

The program is the brain¬ 
child of Ishmar Daryanani, 
and a number of local vendors 
have donated materials and 
manpower to the project. 
Janette and her children are 
living in government housing 
for low-income families and 
she was struggling in a mini¬ 
mum wage job to support 
them. The program recounts 
the story of her husband suc¬ 
cumbing to substance abuse 
and in turn, became abusive.

The policy also violates due 
process rights guaranteed 
under the Fifth Amendment to 
the US Constitution, and the 
rights to freedom of speech 
and to seek redress for griev¬ 
ances guaranteed by the First 
Amendment, she said. 

Critics charge that the law, 
a 1993 compromise aimed at 
resolving the thorny issue of 
gays in the military, violates 
the rights of gay military per¬ 
sonnel and has harmed US na¬ 
tional security by forcing out 
some 14,000 qualified troops. 

Tuesday's court ruling 
urged US military authorities 
not to enforce or apply the po¬ 
lice "and implementing regula¬ 
tions, against any person under 
their jurisdiction or com¬ 
mand." 

It also orders those authori¬ 
ties "immediately to suspend 
and discontinue any investiga¬ 
tion, or discharge, separation, 
or other proceeding, that may 
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have been commenced" under 
the policy. 

The US Senate last month 
blocked a bid to lift a ban on 
gays serving openly in the mil¬ 
itary, thwarting the move with 
political maneuvering that put 
the issue on a back burner. 

A total of 56 senators to 43 
voted to advance debate on the 
annual Pentagon military 
spending bill to which the re¬ 
peal of the gays ban had been 
attached, falling four short of 
the 60 votes needed to move 
forward under Senate rules. 

Less than two months be¬ 
fore November mid-term elec¬ 
tions, polls show 
overwhelming US public sup¬ 
port for ending the policy that 
requires members of the mili¬ 
tary to hide their homosexual¬ 
ity or be dismissed. 

The Pentagon is carrying 
out a year-long review into re¬ 
pealing the policy set to be 
completed before the end of 
December, which will help 
draw up new rules for military 
service. 

Both Gates and Admiral 
Mike Mullen, chainnan of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, have 
backed lifting the ban.

Colombia's Congress investigates 
ex-president Uribe 


BOGOTA (AFP) - The 
Colombian Congress opened 
an investigation Tuesday into 
former president Alvaro 
Uribe's alleged role in an il¬ 
legal wiretapping case that 
has already snared top offi¬ 
cials, a senior legislator said. 

Uribe ended his 2002- 
2010 administration on Au¬ 
gust 7 with sky-high approval 
ratings, but has been heavily 
criticized by human rights ac¬ 
tivists for a series of alleged 
abuses. 

A lower house committee 
approved opening an investi¬ 
gation into the wiretapping 
case and "will investigate 
what responsibility ex-presi¬ 


dent Alvaro Uribe had in this 
affair," said the chamber vice 
president, Orlando Clavijo. 

Uribe said recently he was 
ready to assume legal and po¬ 
litical responsibility for the 
actions of Bernardo Moreno 
— his chief of staff from 2006 
to 2010 — who prosecutors 
sanctioned for not denounc¬ 
ing a case of illegal espi¬ 
onage by the DAS, 
Colombia's intelligence serv¬ 
ice, on opposition judges and 
reporters. 

The DAS reports directly 
to the presidency. Eight other 
DAS members were also 
sanctioned in the case.

Paula strengthened to a 
category two on the five- 
point Saffir-Simpson scale, 
packing winds of 100 miles 
(160 kilometers) per hour, ac¬ 
cording to the latest bulletin 
from the US-based National 
Hurricane Center (NHC) at 
1745 GMT. 

"Some slight strengthen¬ 
ing is possible today and 
Wednesday," it added. 

Mexican authorities 
warned people to remain in¬ 
side, particularly on the 
northern tip of the Yucatan 
Peninsula. 

Paula was around 140 
miles (220 kilometers) south¬ 
east of Cozumel, the latest 
forecast said. 

The ninth hurricane of the 
June-through-November At¬ 
lantic season was forecast to 
veer northeast toward Cuba 
later in the week, the NHC 
said.

Colombian dengue epidemic exposes 
vulnerability to climate change 


BOGOTA, Colombia - A 
dengue epidemic in Colombia 
this year linked to rising tem¬ 
peratures brought by climate 
change has exposed the vul¬ 
nerability of the country and 
others like it to changing 
weather patterns and their re¬ 
lated health risks. 

Outbreaks of dengue, a 
mosquito-borne infection, 
occur every year in Colombia 
but from January to September 
this year, the country had re¬ 
gistered 120,000 cases, double 
the annual average. 

Hotter weather brought by 
the El Nino phenomenon, 
which warms the Pacific

Ocean and can cause havoc 
with weather patterns, has cre¬ 
ated a fertile breeding ground 
for mosquitoes in Colombia 
and other parts of Latin Amer¬ 
ica and the Caribbean. Experts 
say this year's El Nino has 
been one of the strongest in 
history. 

Meanwhile, in Puerto Rico 
officials say heavy rains un¬ 
leashed by a tropical storm 
could worsen a dengue epi¬ 
demic that has led to a record 
26 deaths in the U.S. 
Caribbean territory. 

Health Secretary Lorenzo 
Gonzalez says that nearly 900 
cases of dengue have been re¬ 
ported in recent weeks and he 
worries that the number could 
increase. 

Roughly 12,000 cases have 
been reported so far this year. 

In 1998, the virus killed 19 
people and sickened 17,000. 

A dengue epidemic has 
gripped other Caribbean is¬ 
lands, with more than 80,000 
cases reported in the region. 

Hurricane Otto caused 
widespread flooding in the 
northeastern Caribbean this 
week while it was still a tropi¬ 
cal storm. 

Health officials in the U.S. 


Virgin Islands have reported 
85 suspected and confirmed 
cases of dengue fever there 
since June, most of which were 
reported in the last few weeks. 

Part of the sharp increase in 
cases, according to V.I. Health 
Department Epidemiologist 
Eugene Tull, is due to an in¬ 
creased awareness of the re¬ 
porting requirements for health 
care workers concerning the 
disease, even if no additional 
testing is conducted. Of the 85 
reports in the St. Thomas and 
St. John region, 58 are sus¬ 
pected cases, seven are proba¬ 
ble and 20 are confirmed 

Also, In the United States, 
National Institutes of Health 
researchers have discovered a 
key step in how the dengue 
virus infects a cell. The discov¬ 
ery one day may lead to new 
drugs to prevent or treat the in¬ 
fection. 

The researchers discovered 
how the dengue virus releases 
itself from the protective mem¬ 
brane that shields it as it pene¬ 
trates deep inside the cell. The 
discovery allows researchers to 
study the invasion process in 
the laboratory and provides a 
means to test potential treat¬ 
ments for the virus.

Music fades for young people 
in Facebook era: survey 



SYDNEY (AFP) - Music is 
no longer the number one 
way for young people to de¬ 
fine themselves as they em¬ 
brace social networks such as 
Facebook, according to an 
Australian survey released 
this week. 

Asked "What defines 
you?" the most popular re¬ 
sponse from young adults was 
"my friends", pipping music 
for the first time in the seven- 
year history of the annual 
Urban Market Research study. 

"That came to us as a bit 
of a surprise," said Dion 
Appel, chief executive of the 
FifeFounge Group, which 
commissioned the survey of 
more than 1,750 Australians 
aged 16 to 30. 

"What's not a surprise is 
the popularity of Facebook. 
But I suppose how that's in¬ 
fluencing how young people 
actually define themselves is 
a pretty powerful insight. 

"They are relying a lot 
more on friends to help de¬ 
fine themselves." 

Facebook was the number 
one website visited by those 
polled, with a massive 47 
percent saying they spent five 
or more hours each week on 
the social networking site. 

And while every young 
adult had at least one email 
address, this method of com¬ 
munication was on the wane, 
according to the study con¬ 
ducted with Sweeney Re¬ 
search. 

Young adults associate 
email more with their profes¬ 
sional or school life than their 
personal affairs and so prefer 
to communicate with peers 
via Facebook, text messag¬ 
ing, Skype and Instant Mes¬ 
senger, Appel said. 

With a simple status up¬ 
date on their social network¬ 
ing pages, young people can 
"just put in how they are feel¬ 


ing and let technology deliver 
the messages" without need¬ 
ing to dig up people's email 
addresses, he said. 

The research also con¬ 
firms that most young people 
have a frantic digital life, 
with more than 80 percent 
"doing other things" while 
surfing the Internet or posting 
on social networks — like 
watching television or mes¬ 


saging. 

But the barrage of informa¬ 
tion is also forcing youngsters 
to take some time out by 
"pressing pause" on the multi- 
media deluge, the survey said. 

The most popular offline 
pastime was reading, with 
about 56 percent of those in¬ 
terviewed doing this for at 
least an hour a week. Cook¬ 
ing and going to art exhibi¬ 
tions were also popular. 

"They are certainly not 
switching off. The one thing 
they claim they can't live 
without is the Internet. So 
what they are doing is just 
pausing momentarily and 
taking a breath," Appel said. 

However he said social 
media were definitely on the 
rise. 

"There are a number of 
ways for young people to get 
their kudos, or as we call it 
urban capital, and this is 
largely through social media 
now. They've got a voice that 
they can really properly 
broadcast in ways they have 
not been able to do in the 
past."

dark cycle, but Nelson said 
the mice exposed to dim light 
was a more important com¬ 
parison for humans. 

Although the mice ex¬ 
posed to dim light did not eat 
more than others, they did 
change when they ate, con¬ 
suming more food at night. 

Since the timing of eating 
seemed significant, the re¬ 
searchers did a second study, 
with a change: instead of 
having food freely available 
at all times, food was re¬ 
stricted to either the times 
when mice would normally

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Too 
much light at night appears to 
lead to weight gain, accord¬ 
ing to a report released Mon¬ 
day, based on studies of mice 
that provide fresh clues on 
obesity. 

The researchers found that 
mice exposed to a dim light 
at night over eight weeks had 
a weight gain that was about 
50 percent more than other 
mice that lived in a standard 
light-dark cycle. 

"Although there were no 
differences in activity levels 
or daily consumption of food, 
the mice that lived with light 
at night were getting fatter 
than the others," said Laura 
Fonken, lead author of the 
study and a researcher at 
Ohio State University. 

The study, which appears 
in the Proceedings of the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences 
journal, said the weight gain 
could be a sign that light has 
an effect on the metabolism. 

"Something about light at 
night was making the mice in 
our study want to eat at the 
wrong times to properly me¬ 
tabolize their food," said 


Randy Nelson, co-author of 
the study and professor of 
neuroscience and psychology 
at Ohio State. 

If these results are con¬ 
firmed in humans, it would 
suggest that late-night eating 
might be a particular risk fac¬ 
tor for obesity, Nelson said. 

In one study, mice were 
housed in one of three condi¬ 
tions: 24 hours of constant 
light, a standard light-dark 
cycle that included 16 hours 
of light and eight hours of 
dark, or 16 hours of daylight 
and eight hours of dim light. 

Results showed that, com¬ 
pared to mice in the standard 
light-dark cycle, those in dim 
light at night had signifi¬ 
cantly higher increases in 
body mass, beginning in the 
first week of the study and 
continuing throughout. 

By the end of the experi¬ 
ment, dim-light-at-night mice 
had gained about 12 grams of 
body mass, compared to 
eight grams for those in the 
standard light-dark cycle. 

Mice in constant bright 
light also gained more than 
those in the standard light- 


Three Healthy Habits Cut Breast 
Cancer Risk, Study Finds 


Women who maintain certain 
"breast-healthy" habits can 
lower their risk of breast can¬ 
cer, even if a close relative 
has had the disease, a new 
study finds. 

Engaging in regular phys¬ 
ical activity, maintaining a 
healthy weight and drinking 
alcohol in moderation, if at 
all, was shown in a large 
study to help protect against 
breast cancer in post¬ 
menopausal women, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

"Whether or not you have 
a family history, the risk of 
breast cancer was lower for 
women engaged in these 
three sets of behavior com¬ 
pared to women who were 
not," said study leader Dr. 
Robert Gramling, associate 
professor of family medicine 
at the University of 
Rochester Medical Center in 
New York. 

The study was published 
online Oct. 12 in the journal 
Breast Cancer Research.

Alert a Podiatrist to Foot Problems

Problems with your feet shouldn't be ig¬ 
nored. They can get worse over time, and 
can signal trouble elsewhere. 

The American Podiatric Medical Asso¬ 
ciation mentions these issues that should be 
discussed with a podiatrist: 

* An open sore or ulcer on the feet, as 
they can indicate problems such as high 
blood pressure, sickle cell disease or a 
blood vessel condition. 

* Swelling of the feet, which can indi¬ 
cate problems with the heart, circulatory 

system or kidneys. 

* A burning sensation in the feet, which may indicate poor circulation. 

These underlying medical issues also should be discussed with a podiatrist: 

* Cardiovascular disease or high blood pressure, which could lead to insufficient blood 
flow to the feet. 

* Rheumatic heart disease, as medications used to treat it may interfere with some med¬ 
ications used to treat foot problems. 

* Diabetes, as it may affect sensation and circulation in the feet. 



Gramling wanted to look 
at the effects of lifestyle 
habits on breast cancer risk 
because he suspects some 
women with a family history 
may believe their risk is out 
of their control. 

He analyzed data on U.S. 
women aged 50 to 79 from 
the Women's Health Initiative 
study starting in 1993. Dur¬ 
ing 5.4 years of follow-up, 
1,997 women were diag¬ 
nosed with invasive breast 
cancer. 

Gramling excluded wo¬ 
men with a personal history 
of breast cancer or with a 
family history of early-onset 
cancer (diagnosed before age 
45), then observed the impact 
of the healthy habits. 

Excluding those with an 
early-onset family history 
makes sense, because a 
stronger genetic (versus envi¬ 
ronmental) component is 
thought to play a role in 
early-onset, experts say. 

Following all three habits 
reduced the risk of breast 
cancer for women with and 
without a late-onset family 
history. "For women who had 
a family history and adhered 
to all these behaviors, about 
six of every 1,000 women got 
breast cancer over a year's 
time," he said. 

In comparison, about 
seven of every 1,000 women 
developed breast cancer each 
year if they had a late-onset 
family history and followed 
none of the behaviors. 

Among women without a 
family history who followed 
all three habits, about 3.5 of 
every 1,000 were diagnosed 
with breast cancer annually, 
compared to about 4.6 per 
1,000 per year for those with¬ 


out a family history who fol¬ 
lowed none of the habits. 

For his study, Gramling 
considered regular physical 
activity to be 20 minutes of 
heart-rate raising exercise at 
least five times a week. Mod¬ 
erate alcohol intake was de¬ 
fined as fewer than seven 
drinks a week. A healthy 
body weight was defined in 
the standard way, having a 
body mass index, or BMI, of 
18.5 to under 25. 

Gramling hopes his re¬ 
search will reverse the think¬ 
ing of women whose mother 
or sister had breast cancer 
who sometimes believe they 
are doomed to develop the 
disease, too. 

The findings echo what 
other experts have known, 
said Dr. Susan Gapstur, vice 
president of the epidemiology 
research program at the Amer¬ 
ican Cancer Society, who re¬ 
viewed the study findings. 

"The results of this study 
show that both women with a 
family history [late-onset] 
and without will benefit from 
maintaining a healthy weight 
and exercising, and consum¬ 
ing lower amounts of alco¬ 
hol, limiting their alcohol 
consumption," she said. 

The American Cancer So¬ 
ciety guidelines for reducing 
breast cancer risk include 
limiting alcohol to no more 
than a drink a day, maintain¬ 
ing a healthy weight and en¬ 
gaging in 45 to 60 minutes of 
"intentional physical activity" 
five or more days a week. 

The risk reduction effects 
found in the Gramling study 
may actually increase if 
women follow the more in¬ 
tense exercise guidelines of 
the ACS, Gapstur said.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - In¬ 
vestors led by technology giant 
Google yesterday announced a 
five billion-dollar project to 
power the US East Coast with 
wind from the Atlantic Ocean, 
in an ambitious bid to spur al¬ 
ternative energy. 

The project would set up 
offshore wind turbines and a 
new transmission grid stretch¬ 
ing 350 miles (565 kilometers) 
from New Jersey to Virginia, 
the most densely populated 
part of the United States which 
suffered blackouts in 2003. 

Google, the Internet search 
giant whose interests now run 
the gamut from broadband to 
robotic cars, said it would pro¬ 
vide 37.5 percent of the initial 
funding. 

Rick Needham, director of 
green business operations and 
strategy at Google, described 
the project as a new "super¬ 
highway" for alternative en¬ 
ergy, creating jobs and even¬ 
tually providing enough power 
to serve 1.9 million house¬ 
holds. 

"We're willing to take cal¬ 
culated risks on large-scale 
projects that can move an in¬ 
dustry. Indeed, that is what's 
made our company so success¬ 
ful to date," Needham told a 
news conference in Washing¬ 
ton. 

The companies said they 
hoped to begin work on the 
project, called the Atlantic 
Wind Connection, in early 
2013 and complete it by 2020, 
subject to government ap- 


Amazon seeks short works for 
'Kindle Singles' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Amazon called on writers and 
publishers yeysterday to sub¬ 
mit short works to a new sec¬ 
tion of the US online retail 
giant's electronic bookstore 
called "Kindle Singles." 

Amazon said Kindle Sin¬ 
gles will showcase works that 
are "twice the length of a New 
Yorker feature or as much as a 
few chapters of a typical 
book." 

"Today's announcement is a 
call to serious writers, thinkers, 
scientists, business leaders, 
historians, politicians and pub¬ 
lishers to join Amazon in mak¬ 


ing such works available to 
readers around the world," 
Amazon said. 

The Seattle, Washington- 
based company said writers 
have traditionally been faced 
with a choice of "less than 
10,000 words or more than 
50,000." 

"Works either had to be 
short enough for a magazine 
article or long enough to de¬ 
liver the 'heft' required for 
book marketing and distribu¬ 
tion," it said. 

"But in many cases, 10,000 
to 30,000 words (roughly 30 to 
90 pages) might be the perfect, 


natural length to lay out a single 
killer idea, well researched, well 
argued and well illustrated," 
Amazon said in a statement. 

As examples, it cited a 
"business lesson, a political 
point of view, a scientific argu¬ 
ment, or a beautifully crafted 
essay on a current event." 

Kindle Singles will have 
their own section in the online 
Kindle Store and be "priced 
much less than a typical book," 
Amazon said. 

"With Kindle Singles, we're 
reaching out to publishers and 
accomplished writers and we're 
excited to see what they create." 


Needham said Google 
was open to further investment 
later. 

Bob Mitchell, the chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Trans-Elect, the pri¬ 
vate electric transmission 
company leading construction 
of the project, estimated total 
costs of five billion dollars. 

Good Energies, a company 
which invests in green energy, 
is also investing 37.5 percent 
in the project, while Japanese 
trading house Marubeni has a 
15 percent stake. 

John Breckenridge, an ex¬ 
ecutive at Good Energies, de¬ 
scribed the Atlantic Wind 
Connection as landmark in its 
ambition, hoping that it would 
succeed in "fixing a lot of 
what's been done wrong" in re¬ 
newable energy. 

"Renewables have been de¬ 
ployed in a very haphazard 
manner around the world, 
where you've installed solar 
farms, wind farms, without 
looking at the whole," Breck¬ 
enridge told the news confer¬ 
ence. 

"This project enables us to 
do this in a planned way that 
will optimize this and really 
create the basis for the kind of 
energy infrastructure that we 
as a country and really as a 
world need to evolve to," he 
said. 

Investors said they would 
not seek government funding. 
The US Congress has soured 


on efforts to battle climate 
change, with legislation to im¬ 
pose restrictions on carbon 
emissions all but dead in the 
Senate. 

With elections approaching. 
President Barack Obama's ad¬ 
ministration yesterday ended a 
ban on deepwater drilling in 
the Gulf of Mexico which was 
imposed after the BP oil spill 
in April. 

But the administration has 
also backed alternative energy. 
Interior Secretary Ken Salazar 
last week approved the first US 
offshore wind farm near Mas¬ 
sachusetts and pledged to 
speed up approval for future 
projects. 

The United States is already 
the world leader in wind en¬ 
ergy in the raw amount of en¬ 
ergy production, according to 
an industry study last year. But 
wind farms are concentrated in 
sparsely populated states in the 
Western plains. 

Offshore projects have en¬ 
countered opposition due to 
residents' objections that they 
present an eyesore, discourag¬ 
ing tourism and harming qual¬ 
ity of life. 

Mitchell voiced confidence 
that the Atlantic Wind Connec¬ 
tion would not face significant 
opposition as the farms will be 
much farther from the coast, 
meaning they would be only 
partially visible on the horizon 
on a clear day.

SYDNEY (AFP) - The out¬ 
back Australian pub that fea¬ 
tured in the 1980s hit movie 
"Crocodile Dundee" is to be 
sold because the current owner 
wants a break from working in 
the tourist attraction. 

The Walkabout Creek 
Hotel, in the small community 
of McKinlay in the northeast 
state of Queensland, attracts 
hundreds of people each day 
as they travel the highway be¬ 
tween Brisbane and Darwin. 

"I've been running it for 23 
years, it's time for a change 
and a break, publican Paul 
Collins told AFP. 

Collins said he loved work¬ 
ing in the remote location, but 


it would take a special kind of 
person to take on the 18-hours- 
a-day, seven-days-a-week job. 

"It's a different pub, it's in a 
remote location. It's not every¬ 
one's cup of tea. But there has 
been some pretty strong inter¬ 
est to date.

The hotel, which was built 
in 1900, served as a location in 
the 1986 film "Crocodile 
Dundee" when it was then 
known as the Federal Hotel. 

After the release of the 
film, which centred on a knife- 
brandishing bush hero played 
by Paul Hogan, its name was 
changed to the Walkabout 
Creek Hotel, as it appeared in 
the movie. 


New Mandela memoir 
goes on sale 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
A book painting an intimate 
portrait of Nelson Mandela 
went on sale Tuesday, offering 
readers a glimpse at letters and 
diaries for a more personal 
look at one of the world's most 
revered figures. 

"Conversations with My¬ 
self' brings together corre¬ 
spondence, personal notes and 
hours of recordings with an un¬ 
finished autobiography that 
would have been a sequel to 
Mandela's world-famous 
memoir "Long Walk to Free¬ 
dom", published in 1995. 

Publisher PQ Blackwell 
and the Nelson Mandela Foun¬ 
dation said the book will give 
readers access to the private 
man behind the public figure 
who led South Africa's struggle 
against white-minority rule 
and served as its first demo¬ 
cratically elected president. 

The Foundation compiled 
the book using documents 


from its archives. The book 
will be published in 22 coun¬ 
tries and 20 languages. 

In South Africa, several 
book stores held early-morning 
launch events to celebrate the 
arrival of what is widely ex¬ 
pected to be the 92-year-old 
Mandela's last book. 

"It's a whole lot of his own 
writing, which we haven't seen 
for a long time," said James 
Hendry, a Johannesburg writer 
who was among the first to buy 
the book Tuesday morning. 

"This will be probably the 
last real publication we have of 
his stuff before he passes on to 
wherever he's going." 

John Fawcett-Peck, man¬ 
ager of a Johannesburg book 
store that promised readers a 
free coffee with purchase of 
"Conversations with Myself', 
called it "definitely the book of 
the year". 

But publicity around the 
book has been relatively quiet 


in South Africa. 

Some 20 customers queued 
to buy copies at the 8:00 am 
opening of Fawcett-Peck's 
store. But within 30 minutes, 
the shop's clerks were sitting 
idly at their cash registers, un¬ 
touched piles of the book 
stacked seven high on the 
counter. 

He added that Mandela 
himself had attended the 
launch of his previous book. At 
that event, the presence of 
"Madiba" — the clan name by 
which Mandela is affection¬ 
ately known — helped the store 
sell 1,000 copies the first day. 

"Unfortunately Madiba 
could not be here today be¬ 
cause he's just not well 
enough," Fawcett-Peck said. 

Hendry said the fact that not 
many South Africans know 
about the book is an indication 
that Mandela's vision for a new 
South Africa has not been fully 
realised. 
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England struggle, Germany 
stroll as tempers flare in Italy

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Hard times are behind 
me, says Ivanovic 



PARIS (AFP) - Tuesday's 
Euro 2012 qualifiers brought 
drama on and off the pitch as 
Germany walloped Kaza¬ 
khstan, Spain edged Scotland 
and Holland trounced Swe¬ 
den to cement 100 percent 
records - while Italy's match 
against Serbia was postponed 
for crowd trouble. 

England, for their part, 
continue to blow hot and cold 
after a disappointing Group 
G goalless draw at Wembley 
with Montenegro, who thus 
still top the group with ten 
points from four games to 
seven from three for Fabio 
Capello's men. 

World champions Spain 
briefly threw away a two- 
goal lead at Hampden Park 
before Fernando Llorente 
conjured a close-range win¬ 
ner barely three minutes after 
coming on in place of David 
Silva. 

The 3-2 win ensured that 
the world and European 
champions maintained their 
run of winning all their qual¬ 
ifiers going back to a 2007 
draw with Iceland - 17 
matches ago. 

David Villa was earlier on 
target from the spot with his 
44th Spanish goal to go level 


with record marksman Raul 
while Andres Iniesta also net¬ 
ted with Steven Naismith and 
a Gerard Pique own goal giv¬ 
ing Scotland fans something 
to cheer after a poor loss 
away to the Czechs last Fri¬ 
day. 

Germany, the team Spain 
beat in the World Cup semi¬ 
final as well as the final of 
Euro 2008, ran out far clearer 
winners in their Group A en¬ 
counter away to Kazakhstan. 

Miroslav Klose, Mario 
Gomez and Lukas Podolski 
all scored in a 3-0 win to 
make it a maximum 12 points 
- five ahead of Austria, who 
drew a topsy-turvy game 4-4 
in Belgium. 

German coach Joachim 
Loew was delighted to nego¬ 
tiate a long trip into the un¬ 
known. 

"We made quite a few er¬ 
rors but that was a problem of 
adaptation to the pitch with 
its artificial grass," said 
Loew. "We have 12 points 
and we are in a good place. I 
cannot ask for more." 

England's match aside, 
there was no shortage of 
goals in most of the evening's 
encounters - but events in 
Genoa, Italy, cast a shadow as 


hooliganism reared its ugly 
head, Serbian supporters 
throwing flares onto the pitch 
to force the postponement of 
their match with the Azzurri. 

Folowing an initial half- 
hour delay, Scottish referee 
Craig Thomson stopped the 
encounter after just six min¬ 
utes when a flare appeared to 
hit Italy goalkeeper Emiliano 
Viviano. 

After police struggled to 
maintain order at the Marassi 
stadium, officials finally 
called off the match follow¬ 
ing protracted meetings be¬ 
tween UEFA, the Italy and 
Serbia Football Associations 
and referee from Scotland. 

There had been problems 
before the game in the centre 
of town while Serbia's first 
choice goalkeeper Vladimir 
Stojkovic had been attacked 
by his own fans. 

Italy coach Cesare Pran- 
delli told reporters: "We're 
not playing, I've never seen 
anything like this before. 

"It seemed organised, lis¬ 
tening to the Serbian players 
it turns out their team coach 
was attacked. 

Elsewhere, Russia top 
Group B following a 1 -0 win 
in Macedonia after a Robbie 
Keane missed penalty saw 
the Republic of Ireland blew 
a chance to stay in pole posi¬ 
tion on the way to a 1-1 draw 
in Slovakia. 

The Irish had taken the 
lead through Sean St Ledger 
before Slovakia equalised 
through Jan Durica. Russia 
lead the Irish and Slovaks by 
two points. 

Fernandez fined 
again by NBA for 
agent comments 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Span¬ 
ish swingman Rudy Fernan¬ 
dez was fined 50,000 dollars 
by the NBA on Monday for 
comments detrimental to the 
league made by his agent, 
who said Fernandez no 
longer wants to play for Port¬ 
land. 

The fine was imposed 
after Gerard Dames made 
comments to a Portland radio 
station after Fernandez said 
he was homesick and no 
longer wanted to play in the 
NBA as the Trail Blazers 
opened pre-season workouts 
for the upcoming season. 

Fernandez also was fined 
25,000 dollars in August for 
statements by another agent, 
Andy Miller, who said the 
Spaniard wanted to play in 
Europe this coming season 
and would be willing to sit 
out two seasons in order to do 
so. 


LINZ, (AFP) - Ana Ivanovic 
believes she is a stronger 
player than when she won the 
French Open two years ago 
and ascended to the number 
one ranking. 

Her career then went into 
a nosedive and it has been a 
case of one step forward and 
one step back as she sought 
the consistency she needed to 
climb back up the rankings. 

But her confidence has 
been boosted by an impres¬ 
sive week in Beijing where 
she overcame Elena Demen¬ 
tieva and then tested new 
world number one Caroline 
Wozniacki, while offering 
plenty of evidence that she 
might have finally rediscov¬ 
ered her game. 

Although she intended to 
rest this week, Ivanovic didn't 
hesitate when she received a 
desperate call from the WTA 
event in Linz for her to step 
in as replacement for the in¬ 
jured Serena Williams. 

"I'm really happy I got the 
call and the opportunity to 
play here because this is the 
last title I won and I really 
have a good time here," said 
Ivanovic. 

"In Beijing I really felt I 
was playing well and I 
thought why waste a good 
game. 

"It is a bit rushed and 
changing to indoors from 
outdoors and also the time 
difference, but I feel I'm in 
good shape and I just want to 
keep on playing. 

"I feel my game is getting 
close to where it used to be 
and I'm even more aggres¬ 
sive, and experience-wise I'm 
much more mature and a 
more complete player now. 

"In Beijing I had a few re¬ 
ally good matches against 


tough opponents and I got 
that mental strength back and 
was pulling through tough 
matches." 

While Ivanovic shows 
signs of being able to return 
to where she used to be, the 
same cannot be said of 
Frenchwoman Alize Cornet, 
who slumped to a 6-1, 6-3 de¬ 
feat against Czech qualifier 
Renata Voracova. 

The 20-year old was 
ranked as high as 11 in Feb¬ 
ruary last year, but she has 
been beaten in the first round 
of every Grand Slam this 
year, her ranking sank to 88 
and she has also lost in the 
first round of several ITF 
Challenger events this sea¬ 
son. 

"This year I started to be 
motivated again but when 
you get low on confidence it's 
really tough to get through 
that."

EAST RUTHERFORD, New 
Jersey (AFP) - Minnesota's 
Brett Favre threw three 
touchdown passes but 
Dwight Lowery's intercep¬ 
tion return score with 90 sec¬ 
onds to play gave the New 
York Jets a 29-20 victory 
over the Vikings. 

In a Monday night game 
that stretched into Tuesday 
morning thanks to a 45- 
minute delay at the start due 
to a lightning storm, it was 
National Football League all- 
time passing leader Favre 
who provided an electrifying 
finish. 

"I'm disappointed. I was 
thinking we were going to 
win," Favre said. "There are 
some things I have to do bet¬ 
ter." 

A day after his 41 st birth¬ 
day, Favre fought through 
tendinitis in his throwing 
elbow and connected on 
touchdown throws of 11 and 
34 yards to Percy Harvin and 
37 to fellow legend Randy 
Moss in their first game as 
teammates. 

"Brett Favre is an amazing 
competitor and a tremendous 
quarterback," Jets coach Rex 


Ryan said. 

Moss joined the Vikings 
last week after being traded 
from New England amid re¬ 
ports of conflicts with other 
players while a scandal 
erupted around Favre, who is 
accused of sending lewd e- 
mails and messages to a for¬ 
mer Jets employee. 

Favre said he was never 
distracted by the off-field is¬ 
sues. 

"No different than any 
other time. I concentrated on 
this game. I gave it my all. It 
wasn't good enough," Favre 
said. 

Moss, who made four 
catches for 81 yards, said the 
entire team backs Favre. 

"I kn ow he has a lot on his 
plate. He has a lot of things 
going on," Moss said. "But 
we're going to stick by him. 
Simple as that." 

"That's a heck of a win," 
Ryan said. "We kn ew it was 
going to be a tough game. 
Our challenge was to keep 
digging, dig deep and find a 
way to get it done. I'm proud. 
We didn't know how we 
would do it but we got it 
done."

ATLANTA (AFP) - Cody 
Ross smacked a solo home 
run and drove in the winning 
run as the San Francisco Gi¬ 
ants advanced to the second 
round of the Major League 
Baseball playoffs by defeat¬ 
ing Atlanta 3-2 on Monday. 

San Francisco ousted At¬ 
lanta three games to one in 
the best-of-five series and 
booked a date against the 
two-time defending cham¬ 
pion Philadelphia Phillies in 
the best-of-seven National 
League championship series 
that begins Saturday. 

After surviving a series 
that saw every game decided 
by a single run, the Giants 


seek their first World Series 
title since 1954 when they 
were based in New York. The 
club moved to California four 
years later. 

"To win this was huge for 
us," Ross said. "I can't say 
enough about our pitching. 
They keep us in it the whole 


time. We managed to get 
enough runs to win." 

The Giants, who split six 
games with the Phillies this 
season, last reached the 
league finals in 2002, when 
they advanced to the World 
Series but lost to Anaheim in 
the maximum seven games.

US veteran Jim Furyk, 
who won last month's Tour 
Championship, will defend 


the Challenge crown he won 
last year. 

Englishmen Paul Casey, 
Luke Donald and Ian Poulter 
plus Northern Ireland's Rory 
Mcllroy and Americans 
Steve Strieker, Matt Kuchar, 
Hunter Mahan, Anthony 
Kim, Zach Johnson, Sean 
O'Hair, Dustin Johnson and 
Bubba Watson will also play. 

Two other entrants will be 
announced next Monday in 
the quest for the 1.2 million- 
dollar top prize. 

Woods said he plans to 
play in November's World 
Golf Championships HSBC 
Champions tournament in 
Shanghai and defend his Aus¬ 
tralian Masters title in No¬ 
vember. He has also 
committed to play next Feb¬ 
ruary at Dubai.

Grinder Maltby retires 
after four Stanley Cups 


DETROIT (AFP) - Kirk 
Maltby, a 37-year-old Cana¬ 
dian winger who helped the 
Detroit Red Wings capture 
four Stanley Cup titles, has 
retired after 16 National 
Hockey League seasons. 

The Red Wings an¬ 
nounced that Maltby will 
call it quits after a career 
that saw him play 2 1/2 
seaons with Edmonton and 
his last 13 1/2 with Detroit, 
helping the club lift the 
championship trophy in 
1997,1998,2002 and 2008. 

Maltby, who scored 128 


goals in 1,072 NHL games, 
joined Darren McCarty and 
Kris Draper on the "Grind 
Line" that took pleasure in 
shutting down the top scor¬ 
ing line of opponents. 

Although his contract ex¬ 
pired after last season, 
Maltby signed a new deal 
that opened the door for him 
to stay with Detroit if he 
could crack the lineup, 
something that proved too 
difficult. He decided to re¬ 
tire rather than accept a de- 
velopmental-league 
assignment.
